Ruttia htrielf hat laid down teveral coodkiaiit 
which the atkt thall bo taken mio c o n t kl e ralioo. Im¬ 
portant among thtm it the demand that the thall bo 
univcitally recognized. There k nothing extrsordinaiy 
about thk. for. at Lkvinoff hat qukk pr ^ r l y pointed 
out. "we can not partieipale on a brnk of complete 
aqi^ty in a combination toaso of whote fif^-teven 
varieliet of members do not recognize tba Soviet gov¬ 
ernment ekhcr de facto or do jure.” 

The natural rtquett from Ruttia that ths bo 
granted a permaaont teal on the Council of the Ltague 
can be granted qnka simply. There am two empty 
chain round the green baize, diote formerly occupied 
by Germany and Japan, while a third permsnent 
teal, that earmarked for the Unkod Slalot, hat never 
been o ccu pied. Aad tmee Great Britain, France, 
and Italy, permanent membe n of dm Council, are 
in favor of Ruttia akiog her place betide them, the 
rest should be easy. 

The chkf mag at the moment k the attitude of 
Poland. Her gov t m m snt k taking the stand that if 
Ruttia gets a pormonont mat. tho slao ought to he 
allotted one. Dictator PQaudtki hat bmted that faihiie 
of hit govemmenl't claim to be recognized in thk 
way may moan the withdrawal of Poland from the 
League ahogcther. Spain aad Brazil look a timilar 
attitude whin- Co r mony wat ashniMsd. Both left; 
but Spain returned to the fold. 

WImi Lkvinoff wsnte and pertklendy argnm for 
k more tocdi m ths Covenont. He would pnahe dw 
Covenant and tho League tho psUec agent of the 
Briand-Kellogg pact. He rogardt the outlawing of 
war in prioc^ at mtrely a pisaa hope expret^; 
pimkhment of the peace-breaker through mililary, eco¬ 
nomic, and moral tsnttiont, in hk opinion, k tho only 
deterrent worth while. 

The Briand-Kellogg pact, k will be recalled, 
abolithet war at aa inttrumoat of aadenal policy. If
